NANCY LEISHMAN’S 
MARRIAGE TO DUKE 
IS DECLARED VOID 


German Court Upholds Law of 
Nobility That Union With 


Commoner Is Mesalliance. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, June 17.—The Su- 
preme Court at Leipsic has decided 
that the marriage of the Duke of 
Croy and Miss Nancy Leishman, 
daughter of the former American 


Ambassador to Germany, which 
was dissolved in 1922, was a mesal- 
liance from the legal point of view. 

(The Duke of Croy and Miss 
Leishman were married in Switzer- 
land in 1913. They were divoned 
in 1922. The Duke married Helen 
Lewis, Albany, N. Y., in 1924.) 

A divorce also has been granted 
by the Berlin courts to the Duke 
of Anhalt, who recently married 
Fraulein Stickrodt, actress daugh- 
ter of a German bandmaster. 

The family law of the German 
Princely houses which regards the 
marriages of their members with 
the bourgeoisie as a”mesalliance 
thus has been upheld by these 
court decisions. 


Nancy Leishman !{s a daughter 
of John G. A. Leishman,  Pitts- 
burg steel broker and former Am- 
bassador to Turkey and Germany. 
Her marriage to the Duke of Croy 
met with opposition of his family. 
Attention was directed to the Duke | 
in 1921, when his relatives claimed 
they were not Germans, but Bel- 
gians, in order to obtain the release 
of property seized in France dur- 
ing the war.

Opponents of the Borah pro- 
posal rallied around an amend- 
ment by Senator Jones of Wash- 
figton, the assistant Republican 
Reader, which sought to expand the

@:bstantial slackening’ in the last 
q2w years on account of keen for- 
eign competition. 

Borah said the adoption of the 
amendment would open the door

“The pilot turned back and when 
three miles from shore came down 
in the channel. The pilot reported 
by wireless that he was landing 
alongside a trawler which he did. 

“Further marine assistance was 
dispatched under standing emerg- 
ency arrangementS immediately 
upon receive of the pilot’s distress 
signals. 

“The directors deeply regret that 
seven passengers’ lives were lost, 
four passenegrs and the pilot and 
mechanic were injured, but, it is 
hoped, not seriously. 

“The Air. Ministry Inspector of 
Accidents will make the prescribed 
investigation and until he has done 
so the ocmpany is unable to state 
precisely the cause either of the 
accident or the consequent loss of 
life. The liner has been salvaged 
and a thorough investigation can 
therefore be made.” 


Last Serious Accident in Channel 
Service Year Ago. 

The number of accidents on the 
Trans-Channel dAirplace Service 
has been comparatively small, the 
various companies operating such 
service taking pride in the few ac- 
cidents. 

The last serious accident occurred 
in March, 1928, when the pilot and 
mechanic of a French 
were forced down by a_ heavy 
snow squall and lost their lives. In 
August, 1926, a French passenger 
plane met disaster near Folkstone 
and two passengers were killed in- 
cluding one American, Robert 
Blaney of Boston. e 

In the previous year seven per- 
sons, including five passengers, 
were burned to death when a 
French passenger plane. crashed 
near Penshurst, Kent.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 17.— 
Gov. Caulfield today vetoed a bill 
passed by the last Legislature to 
uame t»e propose? lake oz the 
Osage River in Central Missouri, 
Lake Benton. The lake will be cre- 
ated by a large hydro-electric pow- 
er dam. . 

In a veto message the Governor 
said he had no objection to the 
purpose of the bill but did object 
to the language of the bill which 
designated Thomas Hart Benton as 
“the greatest United States sena- 
tor from Missouri.” 

“I do not question the greatness 
of Thomas Hart Benton, nor do I 
assert he is not the greatest United 
States Senator from Missouri,” the 
Governor said. “The language 
would, however, unnecessarily 
wound the feelings of many citizens 
who love and revere the memory 
of other great Missourians.” 

The Governor suggested the lake 
be named after it had been con- 
structed, adding there was plenty 
of time for the next Legislature tos 
pass a bill naming the lake and re- 
moving the objectionable language 
from the measure. 

The bill was paased in the last 
hours of the General Assembly. A 
measure proposing to name th2 
body of water Lake Missouri was 
introduced but did not pass. 

Gov. Caulfield also vetoed a bill 
appropriating $60,¢00 for pensions 
for former Confederate soldiers. 
He said in a message the measure 
was unconstitutional because no 
provision was made for the pen- 
sion in the Constitution. 


CITY FILES BRIEF IN SUPPORT 
OF MANUFACTURERS’ RAILWAY 


The city today filed a brief with 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion at Washington as an interven- 
or in support of the action of the 
Manufacturers’ Railway Co. to 
compel trunk lines to co-operate in 
establishing through routes and 
joint rates involving the use of the 
railroad deck of the Municipal 
Bridge. 

“In view of the fact,” says the

The pair 
obtained $49. from Crane and $35 
from Buecher. Crane saw them 
coming and drew a revolver on 
Feldkamp, but was disarmed when 
Mrs. Mulligan got behind Crane 
and pretended she had a pistol in 
her purse, 

Feldkamp and Mrs. Mulligan 
were arrested Sept. 21 and admit- 
ted robbing Crane, Buecter, and 
Albert Handelman, a @ruzgist, of 
1801 North Ninth street.

The Supreme Court dismissed 
the appeal on June 25, 1926, on a | 
motion by the Attorney-General, | 
and the court mandate showing 
this action was sent to the clerk 
of the St. Louis Circuit Court for 
Criminal Causes on July 14, 1926, 
and filed in his office. No further 
action was taken, and Nickel re- 
mained at liberty until recently, 
when the prosecuting witness 
called Miller's attention to the 
matter. Nickel was arrested on an 
order by the Circuit Attorney, and 
a commitment issued for his im- 
prisonment,

Salo Beats Gavuzzi by 


Less Than 


3 Minutes 


To Win Bunion Derby 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., June 


17.—Bronzed of skin, haggard of 


face and worn to the point of exhaustion, Johnay Salo, 36, has con- 
quered 3635 miles of pavements, deserts and mountains to win C. C. 
Pyle’s transcontinental foot race and the $25,000 first prize. 


By a margin of but two minutes 
and 47 seconds, Salo triumphed in 
the gruelling grind from New York 
City. That slim lead he held over 
Pete Gavuzzi, 115-pound British- 
born Italian, in the total elapsed 
time standings when the trans- 
continental] event came to en end 
here last night. Under the sched- 
ule, Gavuzzi is entitled to a prize 
of $10,000. 

It was in the final hours of the 
lengthy race that Salo, a Pa-saic 
(N. J.) policeman, blazed his trail 
to victory. He came from behind 
to snatch the winner’s laurels from 
the wiry Gavuzzi in the last 26 
miles 385 yards of the derby. The 
final lap was in the form of a 
marathon at Wrigley Field. A 
crowd of 10,0006 watched the event. 
Salo was frist to finish the aara- 
thon, coming in nine laps ahead of 
Gavuzzi. 

Salo crossed the continent in 52% 
hours 57 minutes and 26 seconds. 
Gavuzzi did it in 526 hours and 7 
seconds. 

Umek Finishes Third. 

More than 12 hours behind Ga- 
vuzzi, but in position for third 
place money——$6000—came Giusto 
Umek of Italy, who plodded from 
coast to coast in 538 hours 46 min- 
utes and 62 seconds. Sam Rich- 
man of Nev; York was next, ready 
to take the $3500 prize for fourth 
place, with a total of 571 hours 29 
minutes and 29 seconds. 

A colleg: youth, Paul Simpson 
of Burlington, N. C., registered 586 
hours 30 minutes and 53 seconds 
to garner fifth place and $250. 
Sixth in line was Phillip Granville, 
Indian from Hamilton, Ont., who 
walked and loped an aggregate of 
618 hours 64 minutes and 23 se-- 
onds for $2250 of the “pot of gold” 
at the transcontinental rainbow’s 
end. 

A four-mile jaunt from Hunting- 
ton Park, a suburb to Wrigley 
Field here, preceded the 26-mile 
385-yard regulation marathon. 

In the foyr-mile stretch Salo 
slashed four minutes and 2 2-5 sec- 
onds from the nine-minute lead 
held by Gavuzzi. At the six-mile 
mark of the regulaiion marathon 
he forged into the leapsed time 
lead by four-fifths of a second, and 
gradually stretched his margin un- 
til, at the 16-mile post, he was more 
than four minutes ahead. Gavuzzi 
at that point got away to his fa- 
mous sprinting finish, but his best 
was not enough to win.

Miami Valley Players Ride 
Out Victory in Final 
Chukker—Howard, Their 
No. 4, Makes Six Scores. 


An irresistible force collided with 
an immovable obstacle yesterday 
on the St. Louis Country Club polo 
field. The reverberations were an 
unbroken series of thrills, an inter- 
esting contribution to what used to 
be called “philosophy” and some of 
the finest polo ever played in St. 
Louis, 


For four cyclonic chukkers the 
St. Louis club’s Redbirds swept ir- 
resistibly on to a score of 135, 


The Miami Vriley Hunt and Polo| 


Club team of Dayton, O., came 
back for the last half with an im- 
movable defense, St. Louis scored 
not once in the four periods, while 
the Dayton team did some moving 
that won the game for the visi- 
tors, 16—13. 

The attack that seemed irresist- 
ible and the defense that was im- 
pregnable did not, however, ac- 
count for all the scores. S8t. Louis 
started with the advantage of an 
eight-goal handicap under ratings 
of the American Polo Association. 
The last goal for Dayton, when St. 
Louis men and mounts were strain- 
ing to tie the score, was kicked by 
the pony of a St. Louis player. 

St. Louis players came back with 
an improved teamwé6rk and a de- 
termination to win, after Satur- 
day’s defeat by one goal, that made 
the first half, veterans said, as 
fine as any polo ever s¢én on any 
field. Streaking runs the length 
ef the field and lightning-like 


turns attested to a finer spirit no} . 


less than a firmer turf. The broil- 
ing sun that made the first game 
a form of endurance test drilled 
through yesterday's clouds less ar- 
dently, and a grateful breeze was 
steady from the South. 

Game Spectacular 

St. Louisans who chose this day 
to see big-time polo were in luck in 
comfortable weather as well as a 
game spectacular above the aver- 
age. Several hundred paid admis- 
sion and watched from their auto- 
mobiles on the south and east sides 
of the field, but it was noted that 
feminine attention, even in the 
most exciting moments of play, 
could not be altogether distracted 
from summery colors that bright- 
ened the line of 200 or so watch- 
ing from the terrace reserved for 
club members. 

Wallace had scarcely shot the 
first goal for &t. Louis on a rather 
long and whdlly difficult stroke 
from the side when the seectators 
Were saying: “This is going to be. 
different. Look how the St. Louis 
men are lined out—and look how 
they’re riding!” 

St. Louis players were lined out 
in position for every play and they 
were riding. Spectacular attacks 
by the forwards, Simmons, Love 
and Wallace, were matched by 
spectacular defense by the No. 4, 
Niedringhaus, and once in the sec- 
ond chukker, No. 4 ran the ball 
down the field and a perfect three- 
way pass, Niedringhaus to Wallace 
to Simmons, scored for St. Louis. 

The Redbirds’ co-ordination and 
speed were ibrilling to sec, but no 
more than a match for the for- 
midable and well-meunted Dayton 
men.

Muench Favored Bill. 

The 1927 bill, almost an exact 
copy of the rapid transit enabling 
act passed by the 1929 Legislature, 
was introduced by Representative 
O. J. Papke of St. Louis, at the 
request of City Counselor J. MT. 
Muench and other city officials and 
groups. The 1929 transit bill was 
introduced by Representative 
Papke and Claude Ricketts of St. 
Louis, at the request of Mayor 
Miller's Transit Survey Commis- 
sion. 

The 1929 rapid transit enabling 
act is a copy of the rapid transit 
bill introduced in the 1927 Legis- 
lature, with three exceptions, and 
one of the exceptions was the re- 
sult of an amendment offered in 
1927 by an opponent of the bill. 

In preparing the 1929 bill the 
City Counselor made one change in 
the section of the 1927 bill relating 
to special assessments upon prop- 
erty to pay costs of constructing the 
rapid transit system. The 1927 bill 
provided that the cost could be paid 
“tn whole or in part’ by such as- 
sessments. The section was altered 
in the 1929 bill to make this phrase 
read “in part.” 

When the 1927 bill was before

At the time the city was asking 
the 1927 Legislature to enact a 
rapid transit enabling act, the St. 
Louis Public Service Co., which 
later took over the street car sys- 
tem, was negotiating with the 
city for a new 30-year franchise. 
Mayor Miller and the city admin- 
istration had promulgated a draft 
of the franchise and were actively 
sponsoring it. It appeared highly 
probable that a new 30-year priv- 
ilege would be granted the street 
railway company in lieu of its old 
franchise expiring about 1939. 

This. was the situation through- 
out the legislative session of 1927 
when the taxation act constituted 
the sole measure of the city’s 
rapid transit legislative program 
and was described by its sponsors 
as fully covering the requirements 
of the city. There was no bill in- 
troduced providing for “terminable 
permits” or any other method of 
changing the city’s franchising pow- 
ers. 

Later, in July, 1927, in view of 
increasing public objection to the 
granting of a new long-term fran- 
chise to the street car company 
when it had a franchise with 12

ACK of these high-sounding phrases 
B about the inviolability of the law lies 
the unwarranted and purely academic 
assumption that law, simply as law, and 
regardiess of its merits, possesses an au- 


-taority analogous to the authority which a 


monarch possesses under the doctrine cf 
tie divine right of kings. In fact the 1wo 
aoctrines are identical. According to the 
theory of legalistic rationalism. law is the 
commabd of a sovereign, and the sovereign 
is a determinate organ of the state. Thys 
the divinity that doth hedge a king early 
attached itself to law, particularly to sta- 
tute law. 

Lav came from Olympus. What common 
mortal dared object? Divinity hedged a 
king. though he were an idiot, a knave. 
and an unmitigated villain. The king could 
cdo no wrong. It was treason to resist, or 
to appeal to any higher law. God had spok- 
en through the sovereign, Later, when the 
divine rights of kings died out, the divine 
rights of laws remained. The people be- 
came the sovereign. The voice of the peo- 
ple, and of the people’s representatives be- 
came the voice of God; and the theory of 
those who preach the sanctity of law as 
law, seems to be that it remains the voice 
of God. even when it more nearly resembles 
th: braying of an ass. ..., 
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The probability that Mr. Hoover was un- 
easily conscious that some of his utterances 
abou* the sanctity of law as law bordered 
on the absurd seems to be indicated by 
bis half apologetic remark to the members 
of the Associated Press.

CHAPTER Vil. 


UPT. H. G. RANEBURG of the 
express company took charge of 
the manhunt. One paragraph 
from ea report he made to New 
York headquarters is particularily 
illuminating. 

“A decided impression prevails 
with nearly all of us that those 
who are best qualified to identify 
the robbers will hesitate or decline 
to do s60 through fear of violence 
or bodily harm from those con- 
nected with the crime or their 
sympathizers. This ie particularly 
evident with the train crew.” 

The detectives were up against 
the blank wal) of silence which 60 
often hampers the work of police 
in the foreign sections of iarge 
cities. They also had to rescue 
the county from its fear of death 
at the hands of the bandits before 
they could call their job complete4. 
That fear of vengeance by crimi- 
nals and their friends is the worst 
handicap the law has to face. 

Let us turn to the report of 
Supt. J. A. McCulloch of the ex- 
press company for a detailed story 
of the first break of the bandits’ 
defenses. 


“On Wednesday afternoon, Oct. 


15, we received information from , 
several sources that a Dodge car 


occupied by D. Geovana, an Italian 
about 40 years of age, and his fam- 
ily. Geovana is @ coal miner and 
is employed in one of the mines 
near his bome.” 

Nothing very dramatic in that, 
perhaps. The regular visite of an 
autemobile to a farmhouse are 
not material of which mysteries 
are usually woven, but people who 
live in the country are quick to 
observe any deviation from the ac- 
customed course of events. Where 
there are no crowds, every action 
of the individual is under keen ob- 
servation and is the subject of 
buey comment. 

The Geovanha farmhouse was 
raided by a squad of officers. Geo- 
vane and one John Gailugi were ar- 
rested. Mrs. Geovana was in bed: 
the claimed to be too ill to get up. 
eo the raiding party interrogated 
her without asking her to move. 

Ali three Of the residents of the 
lonely farmhouse disclaimed auy 
knowledge of the holdup, the ban- 
dite or their affairs, but the offi- 
eers insisted on searching the 
house in epite of their voluble pro- 
tests. 

In making their getaway from 
the train, two of the bandits who 
had posed as passengers had for- 
gotten to take the handbags they 
carried. Both had been seized and 
the contents listed. Early in the 
search of the Geovanha house, the 
raiders found clothing which 
matched up with clothing which 
had beeh in the handbags icfit on 
the train. Next they found a much- 
fingered map showing the rail- 
roads, the highways and the coun- 
try roads around the scene of the 
robbery.

HE real prise was a discarded 
T pices of olicloth which was un- 

earthed from a pile of rubbish, 
When spread out it showed twu 
carefully eut holes, each the sige 
and shape of a human foot, as 
though some thrifty man had 
saved himself the cost of a pair of 
insoles. 

The holes matched exactly with 
a pair of homemade oilcloth insoles 
which had been found in one of 
the abandoned handhags! 

As though to overioad the raid- 

ers with evidence, the house also 
gave up two handbogs stuffed with 
clothing which fitted neither Geo- 
vana or Galugi—proof that other 
men besides the two arrested made 
their headquarters at the house. 
Geovana and Galugi were taken 
to Ebensburg and. put through the 
process which palice reporters al- 
ways describe as “grilling.” The 
gathered hosts of the express com- 
pahy and the law worked on them 
for 36 houre—and at last the pris- 
onets broke down. One admission 
followed another, but even there 
was more than a reasonable doubt 
that they had told all they knew 
though the detectives now had a 
fairly clear picture of what had 
occurred in the few crowded min- 
utes before and after the killing 
of Garman. 
It was plain that Geovana and 
Galugi had not been among the six 
who actually were present at the 
robbery and murder, but there was 
littie doubt that they had given 
shelter to the killers and had 
shared in the loot. 

The express detectives, the State 
police and the other agencies which 
had pooled their efforts to solve 


a 


the killing of Garman threw a wall 
about the prisoners through which 
no word from their confederates 
could penetrate, Cut off from their 
friends and under a pressure which 
never weakened, day or night, little 
by ttle the prisoners admitted de- 
tails which the detectives strung 
together like beads on a necklace. 


The previous July, one Frank 
Pischedda, with whom Geovana 
had worked in a coal mine at Col- 
ver two years before, came to the 
latter's house. Bix weeks later he 
returned with another man and ar- 
ranged with Geovana and his wife 
to board the stranger for a while. 
Pischedda then took up his own 
quarters as a paying guest of the 
Geovana home. 


From time to time, four. other 
men visited the two, the confer- 
ences growing in frequency up to 
the tim eof the robbery. Geovanha 
was always exciuded frem these 
conferences, he ciaimed, although 
he knew quite well what they were 
about. The meetings continued up 
to the day before the robbery. 
Geovana admitted that Pischedda, 
the other boarder and two more 
men were in the house when he re- 
tired that night. When he arose 
in the morning, they were gone. 


All of the mén except the 
strange boarder lived Within a 
circle of 20 miles radius from the 
geéne Of the holdup They were 
all well known and it would be 
only a question of time until they 
were ail picked up—but the man 
who had been the inspiration and 
leader of the gang Was a stranger. 
That was the unknown boarder at 
the Geovana house. 
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| The Gang Leader's Name Disclosed 


ITTLE by little it became cer- 
[sain that this man had fired 

the shots which killed Garman. 
He and Pischedda had been the 
two bandits who had ridden on the 
train As passer i and it was 
from their guns that practically 
all the shots had been fired. The 
other four had waited with the 
getaway car and had flagged the 
train for the stop which had been 
the signal for the murder. 


It was some time before the 
prisoners disclosed the name of 
this leader and killer. When they 
aid, much of she mystery sur- 
rounding the wanton killing be. 
came clear, The name of the 
bloodthirsty leader was Ugo. 


The same leader who had set 
the time of the robbery, Giovana, 
and who had planned the 
theft of the $400,000 payroll of the 
Carnegie Stee] Co. at Clairton had 
planned and carried out this latest 
robbery. The ruthless killing of 
Garman was beyond doubt a ges.

Somebody suggested that if Ga- 
lugi would search a few of the 
places alone, he might do better 
than when handicapped by the 
presence of the detectives. Ao- 
cordingly, he went into one of the 
largest and most promising of the

They waited two hours and then 
entered the place themselves. They 
were unable to find Galugi and no- 
body in the building would admit 
any knowledge of his entry. Galugi 
has hever been seen since. Wheth- 
er he was quietly murdered or took 
the opportunity to make his escape 
from a most embarrassing situation 
is still a mystery, The detectives 
took the mystery to the Philadei-
